Alexandra Road 


Plans were drawn for the redevelopment of the Alexandra 
Road in 1966 by the Camden architects department. 
Construction began in 1970 and full occupancy of the flats 
was achieved by 1979. The flats have a strong geometric 
character, with strong lines and overhanging balconies 
forming a Ziggurat like structure. Landscaping was an 
important part of the design and aids the appearance of a 
quiet residential. The agth century street pattern is replicated 
within the estate by the central pedestrian walkway, which 
also provides clear views along the buildings.

Mid-agth century public park added to Regent's Park in 1841 
and opened to the public in 1842.
